Species 3 - corresponding to claims 17-18, 20, 24-26, and 28 

Species 4 - corresponding to claims 21 and 29. 
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Applicants elect, without traverse, Species I from Species Groups 1-4 and Species 2 
from Species Group 5, including claims 1, 2, 4, 7-11, 17-19, 23, and 25-27. As claims 17-19 are 
directed to the unelected Group 2 from the restriction requirement, above, claims 1, 2, 4, 7-1 1, 23 
and 25-27 remain for further prosecution in the present application. 

Applicants reserve the right to file one or more divisional applications, if necessary, to 
proceed with the examination of the non-elected claims.
